the Springfield Diocesan Father Mathew 
Temperance union was proudly ushered 
in last night by a grand temperance rally 
held in Columbia opera bouse under the 
auspices of the local society. A street 
parade was had before the rally.

marched to music by Clapp's band. When 
the hall w.is reached it had already been 
very well filled and what few of the re- 
served seats were le!t after the marching 
men had been accommodated were rap- 
idly taken. The hall was filled and the 
audience was attentive and enthusiastic. 
Clapp's band occupied a petition in front 
of the stage and i endcred a selection be- 
fore the curtain rose. When the curtain 
did rise the stage was occupied by the 
speakers 
of the 
evening, out-ot-town 


priests, local clergymen and the board of 
government of the union. 


FnCic'r Biirke Speak*. 


Rev. Charles E. Burke presided and 


macie an eloquent introductory speech. 
He said in part I feel highly honored in 
presiding over such a meeting, knowing 
that the principles which are at the foun- 
dation of our thoughts are certainly wor- 
thy of cultiv..lion. We are here tonight, 
and it is my very pleasing duty tonight to 
P'.'eside urder the auspices of the Father 
Mathew Temperance society.

As a boy I remember the old so- 
ciety of St. John's church,Worcester, and 
the sterling character, the earnest work 
and the devoted zeal that young rcen put 
into that society. It is only by earnest 
work, by devout zeal that men can hope 
to succeed when trying to stem some- 
thing the majority of men look on as in- 
different and see no danger in. When I 
came to North Adams twelve years ago I 
found this society one of the strongest in 
the diocese. Today I would not fear to 
assert that it is the strongest. How has 
this been brought about? By the indi- 
vidual work of members, by example, by 
the earnestnefs thrown into nil effort as is 
shown in this magniflcsnt building ihit 
stands as a monument to the zeal of all 
these men so long fighting in the nob'e 
cause of temperance. My heart was full 
tonight and I gave utterance to the senti- 
ment in it. I am proud to stand as your 
pastor and give such utterance and bid 
you God speed in all efforts to ameliorate 
and uplift those who may be unfortunate 
enousrh to have become addicted to the 
vice of intemperance.

Faiher Boyle's Words. 


Rev. A. P. Doyle of New York, a Paulist 


f.ithcr, spoke long and interestingly on 
temperance. 
In 
beginning he ex- 


pressed his pleasure at being present 
if for no other reason than to meet the 
magnificent society, so uplifting in total 
abstinence, to hear the words of cheer by 
your pastor ind meet the good processor 
from Williams college, coming as he closs 
from his scholarly retreat and with all 
the wisdom born of deep contemplation 
and speaking to us words that lilt our 
hearts and give us new joy in the work 
we are 
engaged. 
I think I would 


venture to 
take 
a little exception 


to what the professor said. He said, 
if you remember, "lhat intemperance 
of all the uses ia the most abhorent." 
There 's no devil so black that he has not 
some good points, and I agree if intem- 
perance has given us a society likfe this it 
has done some good. 
Th? professor's 


words voiced some 1 ttle difficulty about 
the Tnture although they weri hopeful. 
He did not know about the legal outcome 
and he struck the nrdl on the head when 
he said tho solutio i of the problem is in 
total abstinence. -There is some poetry 
that runs like this: 


There is a public house 
That ib harj to close, 
The public bouse 
Just under the iiose. 


If that public house were closed let me 


submit to the good professor there would 
be the solution of the problem. 


Father Doyle here took occasion to laud 


the name under which they were gath- 
ered, Father Mathew. He spoke of trie 
assistance rendered the father by a good 
protestant, a Quaker and continued to 
some length, showing the work and ex- 
ample of the good priest. How his ex- 
ample has been followed was a subject 
for Mr. Doyle's eloquence. Here in this 
cou-itry, he said, among the exiles the 
work has gone en for the building of God's 
church and country. He brought the greet- 
ing of the Catholic Temperance association 
of America with its 65,000 members and 
be hoped the work would go on, as the 
good professor had'said, until when the 
golden.fr.bilee is ce!s1«i'a.ted there will be 
not 6o,OCO but 163,000 and more still. 
He 


then re.erred to the young men in tem- 
perance soclc',iej,the young men just sta"t- 
ing in life, who are carving a career and 
breasting the eastern hill, these are the 
men we are getting into the societies, lor 
whom the best is being done and who are 
doing the gaod thinis. 
It is the young 


men who have realized what the vice has 
done. O, what misery it has done, what | 
detriment to body, home and soul. 


Father Doyle then dipcu^ced intemper- 


ance from a physio'ogicul standpoint. He 
showed the great havoc alcohol works in | 
the human system and found striking 
j 


figures to illustrate his though1". A manioc 
in the household was compared with rum 
in a drunken man, the members up in 
ai ms to carry him off. So, he reasoned, 
alcohol is a poison. He believed younc 
men were convinced there was no possible 
good in drink an.l thought the habit 
of drinking in old people 
•was 
clue 


to the belief that drink was nutritious- 
He 
showed lhat drink to 
a 
man 


was like a whip to a horse; and a good 
horse needs no whip. We will go longer 
and wilh less fatigue than if we were on 
as imulated level. lie could quote in 
stances to prove life was shortened by 
drink and said some insurance men reiuse 
to insuro men wt/o drink or sell rum. 
Deploring the ravages of drink ho ex- 
claimed, "Loc.k flt the hcspita!,look 11 the 
road from the saloon to tie poor house, to 
tiie insane asylum, to t. e penitentiary; 
these are waits with the bones cf persons 
who have gone down to premature graves 
through intoxicating drink. 


The destruction of the home by drunk- 


enness was dwelt on by Father Doyle. 
God made the home. It is the husb:uxl 
and wife's duty to train up their children 
to Goil. The home is tho corner sto-ie of 
society. 
I arraign the demon drink 


the vice of intemperance that gors into 
the homes destroying them. 
When I 


speak of the home what happv, tender, 
sweet recellectious come into the heart. 
It is to mall the dtarest place on edrth. 
In it ris-s the stream thstturns the wheels 
of world. It ii it that makes man a real 
man, tender, which cultivates the best 
tide of his nature, makes a man who will 
put out his hand to his 'ellow as he lira 
bleeding on the path of life. Home is like 
sun in the heavens. Biot it out and what 
would this earth be. I say it is drink that 
is the greatest ei eroy of the home. 


The father continued at great length 


and said much of great w eight. 
But it is 


a twice told tale, ue taid, I speak to you. 
It is the same old tale and I voice but 
platitudes. But my heart gees out aad 
I bid you go ou witli your work. I under- 
stand you are about to become a city here 
and set high standard*.

In total ab-tinenco much rest for 
c ty government. If you don't govern, the 
saloon will, and where it id there'is noth- 
ing but corruption.

Tiie nineteenth annual convention of 


the Springfield Catholic Temperance un- 
ion ot'the diocese of Springfield convened 
in Columbia opera house in this town this 
morning about 11 o'clock.

The society, it i.^ 
held, should have applied to the proper 
authority, the bishop, for a spiritual di- 
rector.

Tpyhoid Not Due to Our Water, Milk or 


Ice but to North Branch of 


Hoosac River. 


Prof. Sedgwick of the sfate board of 


health has come to these conclusions in a 
lengthy report regarding the water and 
sanitary conditions in North Adams. 


The professor finds no cause for alarm 


from the analysis 
made of any of our 


water, ice, or milk. He snys these are 
comparatively pure. 


Tbe well water has deterioated in the 


last half dozen years and more c blorine is 
present. It might cause diarrhoea but not 
typhoid. 


Tbe c arise of typhoid fever in this town 


;s liid to the condition of the north branch 
of t.'ie Iloosae river and secondary infec- 
tio'.i. 


This portion of the Hoosac river is con- 


sidered very bad and dangerous. 
Germs 


from former typhoid are also said to be a 
lurking mischief in reviving the diseaee 
annually. 


Disinfectants iiave been recommended 


for all infected houses and danger places 
along the north branch of the Hoosae 
river. 
Prof. Sedgwick says the disease coming 


from bad water is simultaneous and a 
general outbreak occurs. This is not 
found here, nor can be traced to particu- 
lar water sections. Typhoid is due to 
local causes is his belief.

CITY HALL ARGUMENTS. 


The objectors to the purchase of a 


decent and fit city hall that w ill pay the 
town an immediate profit on the invest- 
ment, haven't begun to exhaust their sort 
of arguments against the proposed pur- 
chase. We can suggest for their present 
scantiness1. The proposed property ought 
not. to be bought because the finance com- 
mittee believes it a good thing and pro- 
posed it, and the members are wicked 
public officials. 
Again, any investment 


that pays a profit to the town has a 
"shady" look, and may lead to other 
profitable investments and a local specu- 
lating fever,—the taxpayer ought not to 
take advantage of any such thing or encour- 
age speculation with public money. Put" 
ting the property in such condition that 
the voters could see just what they were 
buying was a very bad and suspicious 
thing;—the work may be a regular 
Albany-capital 
job 
of 
poor 
paint 


and papier-mache ceilings. 
What if 


North Adams should grow to be a city of 
100,000 in the next ten years, then more- 
room would be needed and the pres- 
ent property once purchased would have 
to be sold at the increased price of real 
estate and the town would get the profits, 
—it would be a calamity to have to build 
larger with money saved to do it and a 
population to warrant it. Then, too, a 
gold mine might be discovered under the 
Hodskins property, and not only would 
the noise of working the mine disturb the 
district court sessions, but tho discovery 
would so raise the price of property in 
that vicinity that the city could not buy 
more real estate, if needed, at any price, 
nor even afford to keep its town hall or 
such high priced real estate. Su pposing the 
New York World should take a fancy to 
build 
a 
sKy-scraping 
branch • office 


and locate right near the new city hall 
and shut out the sunlight, then in that 
case, again, the city would h we to move 
its quarters. Then, too, the comet now 
making toward the earth is j ust as likely 
(if not more so) to strike that wicked 
piece of property at the corner of Mortis 
and Summer streets as any other point on 
the earths surface, and in that case not 
only would the city lose the building 
but the real 
estate 
would 
be lost 


in a hole sunk by the concussion al- 
most 
to 
the 
middle of the earth. 


There may be a slumbering volcano under 
the Houghton property which may burst 
forth at any moment and not only blow 
the building into smithereens and heaven- 
ward, but use up the real estate as badly 
as the unpleasant collision with the comet 
might. It would be a great expense to 
the town to make borings dee p enough to 
find out whether there is a slumbering 
volcano beneath that property or not, and 
yet the voters ought to know before they 
are asked to accept the finance commit- 
tee's recommendation. 


But, but, but,—if, if, if— 
In fact what might not happen to that 


property omnipotent knowledge can only 
say. 


The arguments of the kind used by 


those straining every nerve to find some 
reason for not buying the pi oposed pro- 
perty for the city hall are by no means 
exhausted and can't be as long as a pos- 
sibility is left in the world or the word if. 
Probability and common sen >e, however, 
are not calculated in these arguments, but 
nevertheless these arguments are argu- 
ments such as they are, and \ve give them 
freely to those so hard up for some sensi- 
ble reason against the propoHed purchase.

There is no good reason why such a state 
should continue. There is no good reason 
for condemning an agitation of the mat- 
ter, and such condemnation comes with 
especially poor grace irom any one who 
is interested in the public health and 
especially from one who bears the title of 
a health officer. 


All that is nsked for is the truth in the 


matter. The member of the state board 
of health now here may be able to give it 
to us. That is all that is asked or wanted. 
Let us have it. 


THE TEMPERANCE CAUSE. 


The i.inetenth annual convention of the 


Springfield diocesan temperance union is 
in session in this town. It represents a 
power in the temperance cause, active, 
earnest and unceasir.g. It stands for an 
organization for a righteous cause within 
a powerful and determined church, and 
its good work is deserving the praise and 
thanks of every temperance man and 
every friend of sobriety and the home. 


The temperance cause itself is an old 


one, but it is a live one, and its power and 
moral force will yet serve to rattle the 
dry bones of such political issues as today 
are represented of supreme importance.

Be Badly Detected. 


A small dish should be carefully 


weighed, n small amount of milk addet, 
and then weighed afeain. By subtractini 
the .weight of the dish from the weigh 
of both, the weight of the milk is fcmiif 
and carefully recorded. The dish i 
placed over a susam jet, and the wate 
of tho milk evaporates, leaving a resi 
due. It is this rcsidno which passes un 
dor thenaraoof "solids." A last weigh 
ing of the dish with the milk residue 
less the weight of the dieh, gives thi 
solids, and by a single calculation thi 
perceutage is found. 


Tho solids of milk have been fonm 


by innumerable analyses to average 
about 18 per cent, iud while the fa 
varies in the milk from different cows 
the solid left after extracting the fat i 
a very constant quantity, hardly eve 
falling below 9 per cent. This gives the 
chemist a positive basis for his oalcula 
tions arid enable;; him to state with grea 
certainty whether or not the milk ha 
been watered. Tho fat or oil in milk i: 
determined by dissolving it by mean 
of ether out of tho total solids, the resi 
due remaining after the operation being 
termed "solids,not fat.'' The average fa 
or oil found iu cow's milk is 8 per ceut 
and any amount less than this is com 
monly taken as ghowing that the mill 
has been skimmed. If analysis shows 
a decrease of fat—and solids, not fat—i 
is said to be certain that the niilk has 
faeeu watered, while if the fat only is 
low it shows that the milk has been 
skimmed.

"General Valdez divided his force into

As soon as he di- 
vided his men, the rebels reappeared, and 
skirmishing has gone on since. 


Compared With Indian Wars. 


"This war nmkes me think of the In- 


dian wavs in the western United States. 
The Indians used to fight when a good op- 
portunity occurred and tan when pressed. 
The United states army sometimes had a 
lively dance after tho Sioux and' the 
Apaches. Our officers understand what 
campaigning iu a difficult wilderness 
means. 


"Tho look of arms and ammunition has 


always been a drawback to the insur- 
gents. They usually have nearly as many 
unarmed men ttb tinned ones. 
\Vhon 


there is an engagement the unarmed men 
carry off the dead and wounded, taking 
care to secure the fallen man's anus first. 
The wounded are a clog on the Spanish 
column during an expedition; they have 
to I* earned. 


"Of the insurgent leaders in tho present 


war Antonio Maceo has done the best 
work for his side. He is ambitious and 
has a reputation which he desires to in- 
crease. Although not the equal to Max- 
imo Gomez, speaking from a military 
standpoint, Muceo hus led in tho present 
war. 


"I have boon satisfied with the sanitary 


condition of tho army during tho past 
summer. Until September there was less 
s-ickncss than I expected. Yellow fever 
has not been epidemic (ho present year, 
except in a fow localities, and the losses 
from that cause have been comparatively 
small. 


"Hiul the season been unhealthy, thou-

J. C. D. Davis, who wa^ (Irsfc assistant 


secretary o£ sta(o under IVelinprhuysen, 
and whose conversations Lord Sackvillc 
repeats, made the following statement 
yesterday: 


"I appear in the account twice. 
Once 


in connection with an alleged request 
made by Secretary Frelinghuysou. for the 
n-Juase of imprisoned Irish suspects, and 
once as receiving information from Lord 
Grauville of an alleged Irish conspiracy to 
lake Lord Saokville's life. 


''Iu rogiird lo the flrst, what took place 


between (lie two governments was this: 
Mr. Frelinsrhuy?<lu, by direction of the 
president, instructed Mr. Lowell to ask 
Lord (ininvitlc to have the lord lieutenant 
of Ireland instructed to exercise the dis- 
cretion reposed in him by law to order an 
Immediate tri'il of the prisoners, who had 
been imprisoned without 
trial many 


months. 
This request, when pressed, 


brought about the reltviso of all the prison- 
ers. I cannot rooalt that I had any cou- 
v< 
ir»at ion with the British minister on that 


subject; but, as lus account appears to 
luuu been a contemporaneous one, it 13 
pruliably substantially correct. 


"In reguni lo the conspiracy ngainst 


Sir Lionel's life, this is tho first that I 
have heard of it. The telegram which tho 
account says was sent to the assistant sec- 
retary—perhaps an error for the secretary 
—never reached me." 


Mr. Davis added that ho never knew 


that any representation should bo made 
that Lord Lionel'?* life was endangered, 
and h.ul nevur hearO before that he had 
been taken on a 10 days' cruise by General 
ahermau to avoid possible violence to his 
person. 


Krom semi-official sources the following 


explanation is given of what took place at 
the lime of the passage ol' the crimes act 
in 18SJ. The Irish suspects hail been im- 
prisoned under the orders of Mr. B'oster, 
then secretary for Ireland, but no dis- 
position was made to bring them to trial, 
Mr. Foster's policy being to hokt them in 
prison as suspects. 
The British parlia- 


ment endorsed that policy by tho passage 
of the crimes act, which empowered tho 
lord lieutenant of Ireland to hold suspects 
prisoners until he chose to place them on 
trial. 


There was a great outcry in this country 


against the crimes not. As month after 
month passed without; n trial, it was be- 
lieved that under it the prisoners could be 
held for life without trial. 
President 


Arthur, in response to this sentiment, did 
not demand the release of the prisoners, 
hut lie requested Lord Granville to have 
the lord lieutenant of Ireland exercise the 
discretion reposed in him by the crimes 
act, and either release or bring tho prison- 
ers to trial. 


Within two weeks after that request 


was preferred, tho suspects were all re- 
leased, and Mr. Foster, whose policy had 
been overruled, hod resigned from tho 
British cabinet.
